The Clearing House 


THERE is the Banking, the Railway, and other 
clearing houses, including the old English silver 
clearing house, over which the writer of this 
announcement presides. This’ effusion is 
prompted by the article in The Times of April 7th, 
on the “ passing of household silver.’ To my 
mind the nearly half a column leader was not up 
to The Times’ usual standard, and one wonders 
why that those who know something about it 
should not be asked to contribute something more 
enlightening ? Day after day, over and over 
again, | am asked by the heavily-taxed fixed- 
income classes, ‘“ How do you manage to find 
buyers for all our fine old silver ?’’ The answer 
is, nearly everything is going to the States ; the 
Americans are the only people who apparently 
have the money. TJyvuth, April oth, stated, 
‘ Last week’s five days’ sale of books from the 
Britwell Library realised £77,675, the purchases 
for America amounting to 463,302.’ This fact, 
. : about which everyone has read, should save the 
an ne. — oft-repeated question. I feel sad, because the 
£2,050 fixed-income classes are compelled to sell—but 
glad, because I am the instrument, so to say, used 
for its distribution through those who attend my weekly auction sales 
and obtaining such high prices. The Times leader reads thus: The 
vase, the statuette, and the filigree Prayer-Book have been thrown to 
the dealers. The cultured classes may possibly fathom what is meant ; 
I cannot—more especially the filigree Prayer-Book. I have never 
heard of or seen such a book. The time will come when there will be 
little left, but it will be a generation or so ere that happens. There is 
one little fellow of about eleven years who owns thousands and 
thousands of ounces of such silver as the Swaythling collection, that 
came under the hammer elsewhere in May last. 1 valued it all about 
nine years ago, when his father, Lord , was killed in France. There 
are William and Mary inkstands by the score, which would realize £5 
per ounce ; steeple cups and covers from 1595 to 1610, £40 per ounce ; 
rose-water dishes and ewers of the same period, broth bowls, monteiths, 
punch bowels, etc., by the dozen, candlesticks from Charles II. to 
George I. galore. Most of it is deposited with no less than five different 
banks, and has been since 1863, and, I suppose, will remain until the 
new Lord attains his majority ; then possibly it may come under the 
hammer, but that will be at least fifteen years hence. There is another 
young nobleman who will not succeed until five years hence. In that 
ancestral house, candlesticks from Charles II. can be counted by the 
dozen, Paul Lamerie wine coolers running into thousands of ounces, 
wine cisterns ditto, salvers and trays by the score, and hundreds of 
thousands of ounces that have not been used for generations, and never 
will be again in dear old England. Sooner or later, probably, the Court 
of Chancery will be asked to sanction the sale of these and other heir- 
looms scattered all over our land. And why not? They never see 
the light of day, and are eating their heads off with interest. Take the 
Paul Lamerie silver dressing-set sold for £3,300 that had been hidden 
away for nearly 200 years down near Dartmoor. I am not good at 
arithmetic, but take a hundred or so off the cost, and add a few years ; 
and suppose the new comer paid £3,000 and kept it 200 years in the 
family at 5 per cent. compound interest, it would come to something 
like £51,877,588 tos. 6d. <A few items like this would help to reduce 
the National Debt. I am simply using this calculation to emphasize 
the absurdity of keeping things that will never again be used in this 
country, when the superfluity of inkstands, candlesticks, cups and 
covers, and Communion plate can be distributed piece by piece to our 
cousins across the Atlantic. It was stated in the papers lately 
Germany will be normal in five years. England won’t, in my opinion ; 
how can Germany, then ? Our Dukes, Earls, Marquises, and noble 
Lords for the last 50 years have been snapped up by America, giving 
us in exchange dollars and brides. 


You have read over and over again that for 21/~ two of my repre- 
sentatives—one with a knowledge of plate and jewels, and the other 
pictures, porcelain, old furniture, objects of art, etc.—will call and 
impart all the information they can—and, if necessary, bring the jewels 
and silver away in the car. But now, for the 21/— a third will also 
call— to confer with those who wish to sell their landed property by 
auction or by private treaty, or talk about valuations for mortgages, 
dilapidations, and all such matters undertaken by a surveyor, and 
might prove of mutual advantage to my large clientele and myself. So 
I have decided to extend my activities in this direction, and the new 
branch is now un fait accompli. All such matters entrusted to me will 
be in the charge of a fully competent representative under my personal 
supervision. Patrons may rely on the same general efficiency which 
has hitherto characterised my methods as a practical auctioneer of 
jewels, plate, objects of art, etc.

HOW “THE GARDEN” 
CAN HELP YOU 


Topical Points from recent issues 


RHODODENDRONS, 


like fruit bushes, etc., benefit from gener- 
ous treatment, and the present is a good 
time to apply a mulch of farmyard manure 
or leaf-mould. Any plants, too, which are 
being moved during the next two or three 
weeks should, especially if the soil is poor, 
be well supplied in their new stations with 
potting soil, old manure or leaf-mould. 


ASTILBES 


are very useful for conservatory decoration 
and may be potted up any time next 
month. Where required for house decora- 
tion, it is an advantage to get them into 
fairly small pots, but 6in. is as small as 
can be safely used. If intended solely for 
conservatory decoration, it isan advantage 
to have them in larger pots, 8in. being a 
very suitable size for the clumps that are 
usually purchased. In the larger sized 
pots much better results are obtained as 
astilbes are free rooting plants and demand 
ample supplies of water when they are 
growing. 


PLANTING TREES AND SHRUBS. 


The present is a suitable time for trans- 
planting trees and shrubs, and if such work 
is carried out during the next month or so 
they will soon become established, and 
moreover will be in a better condition to 
withstand a dry summer. Where new 
trees and shrubs are required, a wise 
selection will be a departure from the usual 
laurel and privet. Flowering trees and 
shrubs ought to be chosen, especially those 
that bloom in July and August, also 
examples with ornamental foliage, while 
others characterised by their autumn tints 
should find a place in every garden where 
trees and shrubs are grown. 


HARDY ANNUALS, 


such as chrysanthemums, lavateras and 
nigella sown in the month of May on the 
hardy plant borders have grown and 
flowered splendidly. All flower lovers, no 
matter how fastidious, appreciate the soft 
and delicate blue of the nigella or love-in- 
a-mist, but there is also a charm in the 
colouring of the annual chrysanthemums 
when such varieties as Evening Star and 
Morning Star are viewed in the sunshine 
of a fine October day. So soon as these 
annuals are past or become untidy they 
should be pulled up and cleared away. 
Other plants to be removed when oppor- 
tunity offers are antirrhinums, larkspurs, 
nemesia, sweet peas, etc. Wire-netting 
pea-trainers and poles which have been 
used as sweet pea supports should be taken 
down, properly cleaned and placed in their 
respective storage quarters,

GROSVENOR HOUSE. 


Ace ORDING to announcements which have 
** flowed the first intimation that a contract 
had een concluded between the Duke of 
West iinster and Lord Leverhulme in regard 
to ( osvenor House, the transaction is a 
lettir on lease for a period of years, and is 
not 2 ale of the freehold, as seems to have been 
gene: ily supposed. The expression employed 
in th notification first circulated by Messrs. 
Knig t, Frank and Rutley, who were the 
agent for the owner, was—quite accurately, of 
cours —‘‘ disposed of.’’ As to the future of the 
prop’ ty, the only thing definitely announced 
is, as indicated in these columns last week, 
that ord Leverhulme has no intention of 
livin, in the house or using it for any member 
of hi. family. 

‘‘he Newton estate, Elvanfoot, Lanark- 
shire. was sold by auction in Glasgow by 
Mes:*s. Knight, Frank and Rutley. The 
sale includes the Georgian residence, built 
at the end of the eighteenth century, by Alex- 
ander Irving, Lord Newton, policies, wood- 
lands, a farm, and trout fishing in the Clyde. 

Elms House Estate, Hammersmith, at the 
junction of the main Hammersmith Road and 
Brock Green, has been sold by Messrs. Knight, 
Frank and Rutley, who have also disposed of 
the Alexandra Hotel, Dovercourt, which over- 
looks Harwich Harbour, one of the best 
hotels on the East Coast. The late King 
Edward stayed there some years ago, and many 
notable personages have at times resided there. 
The Alexandra Theatre, which adjoins the 
hotel, is included in the sale. 

Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley will 
offer by auction the remaining portion of 
Blackmore Paik Estate, near Malvern, com- 
prisng the mansion and park with home farm 
and woodlands, 411 acres. Tnis wes formerly 
the property of The Duke Gandolfi. 


LORD BEAVERBROOK BUYS STORNO- 
WAY HOUSE. 
STORNOWAY HOUSE, Cleveland Row, 

St. James’s, has been sold by Messrs. 
Hampton and Sons, in conjunction with 
Messrs. Wm. Grogan and Boyd, to Lord 
Beaverbrook. This palatial house directly 
overlooks St. James’s Park and occupies one 
of the most coveted positions in London, 
being in the precincts of St. James’s Palace, 
and having for immediate neighbours Bridge- 
water House, Warwick House and Stafford 
House, which became the London Museum. 
It was sold by direction of the trustees of the 
late Colonel F. A. Lucas, who had occupied 
the house. Bridgewater House on the north 
side of Cleveland Square, the princely town 
house of the Earls of Ellesmere, stands on the 
ste of Berkshire House, the home of Claren- 
don, which Charles II purchased from the 
Howards, as a present to the Duchess of 
Cleveland. 

The White Hall, Little Budworth, Cheshire, 
has been sold by Messrs. Hampton and Sons 
and the Earle Estate Office to Mr. Roscoe 
Brunner, as a result of the auction held at 
Chester. This country seat is in the centre of 
the Cheshire Hunt, and included in the property 
of 23 acres are some of the finest hunting 
stables in the county. 


COMBE BANK AS A CONVENT? 


PRESUMABLY use as a religious establish- 

ment is contemplated in the case of Combe 
Ba ik, Brasted, near Sevenoaks, which has been 
so’. by Messrs. Harrods, Limited, to the Mother 
Suerior of the Convent of the Holy Child. 
W en the estate was dealt with in August, 1921, 
b. Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley, on behalf 


of Mr. Robert Mond, it comprised over 500 
acres ; but the present purchase, through Messrs. 
Harrods, Limited, involves only a com- 
paratively small area of land. The salon at 
Combe Bank, 33ft. by 23ft., was decorated 
by Walter Crane. 

Combe Bank was for many generations 
the property of the Isley family, having been 
formerly part of the Manor of Sundridge. 
In the eighteenth year of Elizabeth it was 
vested in trustees, to be sold for payment of 
the debts of William Isley, and was purchased 
by the family of Ash, the last of whom there 
sold it to Colonel John Campbell of Mammore, 
who succeeded in 1761 to the title of Duke 
of Argyle, who gave Combe Bank to his third 
surviving son, Lord Frederick Campbell. 
Subsequently it was in the possession of William 
Manning, M.P. 


DATE OF EDGCOTE AUCTION. 


R. A. R. T. CARTWRIGHT has arranged 
with Messrs. John D. Wood and Co. to 

have the Edgcote estate of 2,350 acres sub- 
mitted at Banbury on November 13th. ‘The 
noble old seat was described and illustrated 
in Country Lire (Vol. xlvii, page 46). The 
main points of Mr. H. Avray Tipping’s article 
were summarised in the Estate Market page 
of June 30th, 1923. Edgcote is an unchanged 
example of the rectangular country house of the 
time of George II, in an environment full of 
natural beauty. Former owners of the estate 
included Thomas Cromwell, first the eager 
servant of Cardinal Wolsey, and afterwards, 
with equal assiduity, the royal instrument 


. against the monasteries. The account for 


“pulling down ye old house at Edgcott ” 
and, in 1748, “‘ building ye new house (ye 
size from out to out 98f. 2ins. by 73f. 2ins.)” 
at a cost of £13,525 17s., with £250 “to Mr. 
Wm. Jones ye Architect,” are in existence, 
and Mr. Tipping refers to them in his disserta- 
tion on Edgcote. 


£100,000 YORKSHIRE LAND SALES. 


YORKSHIRE land sales, for approximately 

£100,000, are reported by Messrs. Duncan 
B. Gray and Partners. The first of the two 
auctions was that of Bewerley estate, Pateley 
Bridge, as to which the agents say: ‘*‘ We held 
the sale of this renowned estate, which for 
many years has been the home of the Yorke 
family, at Harrogate. Of the original estate 
of some 15,000 acres, about 10,000 acres had 
been disposed of privately, thus leaving 5,000 
acres to come under the hammer. For the 
purpose of sale the estate was divided into 
80 lots, of which several sold for a total of 
£33,390. Bewerley Hall and the old Tudor 
structure known as the Priests’ House, are 
still awaiting purchasers, although negotiations 
are in hand for the sale, not only of these lots, 
but all the rest.” 

The second auction was that of Wiggles- 
worth, between Skipton and Settle, regarding 
which they report that ‘‘ the estate of 4,181 
acres, having a rent roll of £4,000 per annum, 
was offered by us for sale by auction at Settle 
in fifty-nine lots, and forty-six found buyers. 
Over £60,000 was realised, prices ruling well 
up to market value. It is likely that the few 
unsold lots will be cleared within a few days. 
The estate consisted entirely of grass and stock 
farms, with a few small holdings.” 


CCUNTRY HOUSES CHANGING HANDS. 


[GHTHAM WARREN, a pleasantly situated 

Kentish property of 133 acres, a few miles 
from Wrotham and Sevenoaks, has been sold 
this week for £11,300, by Messrs. Langridge 
and Freeman, for the late Mr. F. W. Monckton’s 
executors. Fruit plantations give the land ar 
extra value, and there is a substantial house, 
standing some 4ooft. above sea level. 

Thirty or more lots of the Aston estate. 
in the Trent Valley, had changed hands a few 
days ago, and there is yet a week to the auction, 
which will be held by Messrs. Parsons and 
Bodin, at Derby next Friday, November 7th. 
The 1,576 acres have been divided into as 
many as 154 lots, so there remain plenty for 
competition. Aston Hall and 88 acres form 
the first lot. It is an estate of varied elements 
of value—residential, building, agricultural, 
mineral and sporting—and includes the major 
part of the village of Aston-on-Trent, manorial 
and fishing rights, and fertile farms. 

Messrs. Nicholas have sold Scotlands, 
Warfield, comprising a residence with nearly 


20 acres of pasture ; also Tadley Place, a few 
miles from Basingstoke, an Elizabethan house 
with characteristic chimneys and old fireplaces, 
and adjoining land of 125 acres. 

Admiral Luce is the buyer of Little Cheve- 
rell House, near Devizes, a good residence with 
garage and 5 acres, the vendor’s agents being 
Messrs. Thake and Paginton, who, in conjunc- 
tion with Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley, 
have sold Hightown, Aldbourne, a_ racing 
establishment with gallops. 

George Meredith is said to have been one 
of the occupiers of the Esher house, known as 
The Grapes. As a coaching inn it has a long 
history, and dates from the time of Charles I. 
Messrs. Goodman and Mann have had it in 
their hands for auction. 

Bush Farm, West Knoyle, near Shaftes- 
bury and Gillingham, has been sold for £33,750, 
by Messrs. Fox and Sons. The area is 144 
acres. Crabble Farm, near Dover; Lane 
End Farmhouse, Loxley ; and Middle Lodge, 
Deepdene, Dorking, are among current sales 
carried out through the agency of Messrs. 
Bowerman and Gould. 


ST. DONAT’S CASTLE. 
ADY WINIFRED PENNOYER has de- 


cided to reside henceforth at Ingestre, 
the ancestral home of the Shrewsbury family, 
in order that Lord Shrewsbury, who is at school, 
may spend his holidays there. Her ladyship’s 
decision brings St. Donat’s Castle into the 
market again, within a few months of her pur- 
chase of it. Messrs. Lofts and Warner are the 
agents entrusted with the sale of this beautiful 
and historic stronghold on the Glamorganshire 
coast. 

Soon after the auction, in London in 1922, 
held by Messrs. John D. Wood and Co., in 
conjunction with Messrs. Stephenson and 
Alexander, the sale to the present vendor was 
announced in the Estate Market page of 
Country Lire, and the property was the subject 
of an illustrated special article in these columns 
(Vol. xxl, pages 270 and 306). 

The home of the Stradlings is the only 
ancient military structure in the county, which, 
having been always inhabited, is preserved 
without material alteration. Dr. Carne, a 
descendant of the Stradlings, bought the 
estate after it had been for some time in the 
possession of the Tyrrwhit family. Some years 
ago St. Donat’s Castle was sold to Mr. Morgan 
Williams of Aberpergwm, who restored it 
with all the propriety that his weil known 
antiquarian taste and ample resources must 
have ensured. 

One of the Stradlings rebuilt the castle, 
giving it that fifteenth century character which 
is still its most interesting quality. Later work 
has been mainly a matter of exterior detail 
or internal decoration, rather than _ radical 
addition to or replacements of the main fabric. 
The medizval stronghold has a_ remarkable 
archeological and wzsthetic value, and is of 
high importance to the student of the develop- 
ment of domestic architecture. The Stradlings, 
or, as their older name was, Esterlings, came 
to England about the year 1090, and were 
wardens of St. Donat’s for fully seven 
centuries. 

Messrs. Curtis and Henson have just 
effected a sale of Hopedene, Holmbury St. Mary, 
near Dorking, and are announcing the auction 
of the contents, a sale which will probably 
last three days ; and included will be some 
very fine life-size bronzes from the Hope 
collection. _Hopedene is a luxuriously fitted 
modern residence which was at one time the 
property and home of Mr. Vincent Robinson, 
the antiquarian, and later of Mr. Walter Raphael. 
The features of the house include a Moorish 
billiard-room and domestic offices, possibly 
not excelled in any house to-day. 

The Corporation of Eastbourne has bought 
the Devonshire Park Baths, on Grand Parade, 
for £16,500, and the eight adjoining freehold 
shops have changed hands for an additional 
sum of £16,000, the agent for the vendors 
being Mr. Edgar Horn. The ownership and 
control of the baths as a municipal concern 
will be to the advantage of the town, now that 
the company which owned them has parted 
with them. The figures regarding the bathing 
in the establishment testify to the public appre- 
ciation of the convenience of having a safe 
bathing place with the benefits of regulated 
temperature and trained instructors and so 
forth.

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Arthur R&eckham. ‘90: 


IN CAR SELECTION 


The following 


notes written to the same end are intended to give more detailed and precise indications as to what the buyer should seek and 


HE annual Olympia Show of 

which the 1924 model ’’ has just 

concluded is rightly claimed to 

be the world’s premier motor 

market. But if the salesman and 
the agent could be prevailed upon to 
reveal their innermost minds the truth 
would certainly emerge that among private 
customers the Show is not regarded as 
essentially a buying time. They go not 
with the idea of placing orders and of 
writing cheques while they are confused 
and jostled by the salesman’s patter and 
sightseers’ elbows, but to examine the 
cars, to gather information and detailed 
particulars about them on which they may 
base their definite decisions in the peaceful 
seclusion of home. And so the buyer to 
whom the selection and purchase of a 
car is a novel experience leaves the Show 
with his mind in a whirl and in a state of 
uncertainty as to which of those voluble 
and immaculate salesmen is most to be 
relied on. I am not going to attempt 
the impossible task of indicating that the 
monocled youth on X.Y.Z.’s stand was a 
pillar of rectitude and a mine of reliable 
information while his rival across the 
gangway was no more than an animated 
talking machine. But it is possible to 
offer certain indications that, intelligently 
interpreted, may be taken as useful guides 
through the mass of information and 
attractive literature so arduously gleaned 
and so studiously to be considered. 

At the outset let it be clearly under- 
stood that this note is specifically intended 
for the owner-driver who has no source 
of independent expert advice. The buyer 
of a highly expensive car that is to be 
driven and maintained by a paid chauffeur, 
who may be presumed to be at least 
moderately qualified for his job, does not 
need such advice. He has his own paid 
servant, who knows his precise needs 
and personal tastes and whose duty it is 
to see that those needs and tastes are 
properly satisfied. An outsider writing 
in a_ necessarily general way cannot 
pretend to strike the detail needs of the 
individual like an adviser on the spot 
and in personal contact, whether that 
adviser be a regular paid servant or one 
of the consultant experts whose services 
may be hired for the occasion. 


‘‘EXPERT ADVICE.”’ 


Much has been said against this 
practice of calling in the services of a 
professional consultant to advise on the 
purchase of a car, but on the whole the 
unfavourable criticism seems to rest on 
the common fallacy of argument from 
the few to the many. There are some 
consultants who are no more capable 
of judging a car or of advising a buyer 
just what kind will best suit his needs 
than they are of—well, of flying as we 
used to say in pre-aeroplane days. There 
are others who never advocate a car 
until they have satisfied themselves that 
should a sale result a suitable commission 
will find its way into their pockets in 
addition to their fee from the client.

the car that his client will choose. Such 
consultants are fairly numerous, and that 
they keep their names before the public 
consistently and over a period of several 
years proves that they are capable of 
rendering service good enough to justify 
their continued existence. But the buyer 
who wants to be quite sure that the advice 
for which he pays is independent and 
competent may, after becoming a member, 
employ the engineer of either the R.A.C. 
or the A.A. 

Then there are the published Press 
reports on practically every car on the 
market. As a general rule these reports 
may be accepted as the candid expressions 
of opinions of men who know a good car 
when they drive one, but there are excep- 
tions which, fortunately, are fairly easy 
of detection. One journal has_ earned 
quite a reputation for itself by describing 
every car that comes into its hands 
and gets into its print as if that car's 
presence on the market immediately 
deprived Messrs. Rolls-Royce and 
Lanchester of any excuse for further 
existence. 

“MODERN DESIGN.’ 

Quite a number of car buyers lay 
great stress on the fact that their purchases 
must be of ‘“ modern design.’”’ Now, no 
one wants to buy an antiquated or obsoles- 
cent vehicle, but unfortunately the 
modernity on which stress is laid is often 
of the kind that exercises least influence 
on the performance or promise of service 
given by a car. In other words, it is not 
genuine modernity of design at all but 
the presence of a few alleged ‘‘ new 


things’ that as often as not inherently 
signify very little. Take, for instance, 
two very obvious examples—overhead 


valves and cantilever springs. Neither of 
them is new and neither of them is essential 
to securing the qualities in which they 
may excel. Overhead valves are often 
supposed to mean more power from an 
engine of given size, but one of the fastest 
cars on the British market has side by 
side valves as also has the 40-50 h.p. 
Rolls-Royce—ar. engine against which 
criticisms are not often heard. Many of 
our best sprung and most comfortable 
riding cars have semi-elliptic springs, 
and if cantilevers account for wonderful 
assets on the part of a Lanchester they 
do not by any means score so heavily on 
many cars to which they are fitted. 

The fact of the matter is that merit 
of design is not secured by the incorpora- 
tion of any individual features but by a 
happy blending of principles and practices 
that are generally and widely regarded 


‘as sound. To mention only one example, 


the 14 h.p. Bean chassis is accepted as 
one of the very best and most modern 
examples of automobile design that exists. 
But to the best of my recollection and 
belief it does not incorporate a single 
feature that cannot be found on many 
other cars—some of which are anything 
but good designs—and although so modern 


there is not a detail suggestive of real 
novelty about it. 


CARRYING CAPACITY AND PER- 
FORMANCE, 


The question of the type of car that 
should be chosen for satisfying any par- 
ticular needs is one that hardly falls 
within my present scope, more especially 
as it was treated at some length in the 
issue dated October 18th under the heading 
of “‘A Classification of Cars and Their 
Users.”” But it may be advisable to 
indicate that the nominal power rating 
of a car has only a very indirect bearing 
on its road performance, as also has the 
carrying capacity of the body that is 
fitted. What determines road _perform- 
ance, in the narrow sense, is the power to 
weight ratio of the complete car ready for 
the road. The weight of the car to be 
taken in estimating probable road perform- 
ance is obviously the weight of the car 
completely laden and all ready to start 
on any normal run—on any run that will 
be a normal journey for the owner, a 
run that may be taken as a fair sample 
of the kind of work for which the car is 
mostly required. But for the sake of 
simplicity we generally in practice take 
the weight of the complete but unladen 
car—that is, the weight of the car with 
its fuel tank and radiator filled but without 
any useful load such as passengers or 
luggage. It is hardly a scientifically 
correct method, but so long as it is applied 
to all cars that are being compared it is 
perfectly sound. 

The power of the engine to be con 
sidered is not the rated horse power but 
the actual maximum of which the engine 
is capable. This maximum, brace 
horse power as it is known, is in a rea''y 
good modern engine about double te 
nominal rating. In a high-class desivn 
it is generally about two and a half tim s 
the nominal figure, while in the genui e 
high efficiency type of engine it is oft 1 
as much as five times the nominal ratin | 
Even this 500 per cent. efficiency, as 
may be loosely termed, does not indica 
the limits attainable by the modern desig! 
out for efficiency before everything el: 
The winning cars in the recent two hundr 
miles race had engines rated at to h. 
but their actual maximum output w 
more than ten times this figure! Wea 
however, not now concerned with rac 
practice but with cars intended for norn 
private service, and as examples of t 
actual power developed by the engin 
of a few members of popular classes 
cars may be cited the 20 b.h.p. or the: 
abouts of the 7.5 h.p. Gwynne, the 36 b.h. 
of the 11.8 h.p. Humber, the 26 b.h. 
of the 9.8 h.p. Singer, the over go of t 
38 h.p. Lanchester, the 53 of the 20 h.. 
Rolls-Royce, and the 115 of that wonder! | 
Vauxhall engine known as the ‘“ 30-9¢ | 
of which the rating is but 23.8—probably 
the highest actual to nominal pow’: 
ratio of any car sold as a commerc::! 
proposition. 

The higher the power to weight ra‘10 
of any car the better the road performance. 
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The 20 h.p. ‘‘Carlton’’ Saloon has an engine 
giving 45 brake-horse-power, and four speeds. 
It is a duplicate on a larger scale of the well- 
known Windsor’ 12 h.p. Saloon. Upholstery 
is in leather or Bedford cord to choice, and 
there are two doors on each side of the car.

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For normal usage where high performance 
is neither sought nor appreciated a ratio 
of 2 h.p. per hundredweight may _ be 
regarded as adequate—a car weighing 
one ton should have an engine that is 
capable of not less than 40 b.h.p., which 
is about the normal actual output of a 
modern engine rated at 15.9 h.p. Only 
1 h.p. per hundred weight will ensure that 
a car may be taken anywhere where the 
normal owner-driver will want to go, 
but such a ratio will generally mean that 
the car is normally being driven at some- 
where near the maximum capacity of 
the engine, which of course will mean a 
fairly short and not particularly merry 
life. 


The chief advantage of these high 
efficiency engines is that while they have 
adequate power to deal with all emer- 
gencies and to give their cars a very useful 
turn of speed, they are by comparison 
with other units highly economical. No 
intelligent critic will attempt to deny 
that the low efficiency engine has its 
merits, but not even its most enthusiastic 
admirer will maintain that under equal 
conditions the low efficiency engine will 
put up in such matters as fuel and oil 
consumption a showing comparable to the 
high efficiency unit. The world’s most 
popular and most brilliantly conceived 
motor car has an engine rated at some 
23 h.p. of which the maximum power 
output is about 19 b.h.p. Only a mad- 
man would suggest that it is therefore a 
bad car and only a madder man would 
suggest that it could be so economical 
to run or capable of such performance as 
another car of approximately the same 
weight of which the engine rating was 
less than half this figure and the actual 
output considerably more. 

The buyer who wishes to be dis- 
criminating will therefore insist on obtain- 
ing from the makers of all cars that he 
fancies two figures that are generally 
omitted from the catalogue specification, 
although they are the most important of 
all the information that could be given 
to throw light on probable performance. 
He should get the unladen running weight 
of the particular model he fancies and the 
actual power output figure of the various 
engines. He may then make a list of the 
power to weight ratios of the various cars 
he has provisionally selected and from 
that list he may determine which will 
give the best road performance. 


BODY-WORK. 


But not all cars are chosen by virtue 
of their actual or probable road perform- 
ance. Many buyers lay greater stress 
on comfort, on controllability, or on details 
of the bodywork; and such buyers are 
by no means necessarily ill advised. Of 
course, everyone buying his first car 
loudly proclaims that he does not want 
speed, and almost invariably he honestly 
means what he says, even though in a 
few months he is hankering after ‘‘ some- 
thing with just a little more power, 
don’t you know.”’ And there are car users 
of experience who, after years of quite 
speedy travel are anxious to get more 
comfort, even if the performance that was 
once their fetish has to be sacrificed. 

Hence it comes about that much more 
attention is now being devoted to the 
body-work and detail equipment of the 
car by its makers; and the buyer who is 
attracted by some little refinement on 
one vehicle that is lacking from another 
may quite safely allow his choice to be so 
swayed. So long as he keeps to the repu- 
table and established smargues he need 
no longer fear to buy a car of which he 
likes the shape of its wind screen or the 
angles of its seats because the chassis 
may be a “dud.’’ There are really no 
“dud” motor cars with a name on the 
modern market. Of course, cars vary, 


and some makes are better than others: 
but still, I cannot think of a car that I 
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would forbid a friend to buy because its 
chassis was hopelessly bad. 

Personally, I look upon the driving 
and seating positions afforded by a car 
as among its most important features. 
There are certain things that I would 
not have on my own car at any price 
—disc wheels and external contracting 
brakes are two of them—and there are 
others that can just be tolerated as most 
unfortunate crudities, such as a_ belt- 
driven speedometer or dynamo, or sparking 
plugs so placed that they can only be 
removed from a hot engine at the cost of 
bad!y burned hands. 

But if I want to select a car for myself 
or for anyone with whose real needs 
I feel sufficiently intimate, I don’t go 
prying under bonnets or lifting floor- 
boards or lying under the car to see 
if it has a mud shield. Realising that few 
men want to take their cars to their graves, 
I first study the second-hand market to 
ascertain what chances there will be of 
disposing of the car at a reasonable de- 
preciation in, say, a year’s time—not 
that I suspect that the car will have run 
its course and finished its useful life so 
soon, but because human nature is what 
it is. Then, having selected half a dozen 
makes that seem to give fair promise 
in this respect, I find samples, preferably 
not new, and sit in them in the seats of 
both driver and passengers. If the steering 
wheel needs a long stretch of the arms to 
reach it, or if the screen seems to be little 
more than a speck on the distant landscape, 
off comes that car from my list. I care 
not whether it has the most beautiful side 
curtains or the most efficient engine ever 
fitted to a motor car, nor even if its spring- 
ing would allow me to follow in the wake 
of Lanchester Millership when he is out 
‘on the stunt.”” That car will be draughty 
and it will be uncomfortable. 

If all the seating is comfortable and 
if the body does not seem to be made of 
the thinnest imaginable sheet tin, the 
car should be worth looking into a little 
more closely. Its wheels and brakes we 
have seen at first glance; if the former 
had been dise or the latter external con- 
tracting I should not have bothered to 
try the driving position. But now that the 
wheels are of the right kind—artillery or 
wire—are they big enough ? Under-tyring 
is now a rare fault, but it does exist, 
though the balloon tyre has probably 
given it its final death blow—it has been 
receiving alleged death blows for years. 
And are the brake adjustments readily 
accessible ? I care not whether the opera- 
tion be by the old cable or by the new- 
fangled hydraulic method, but I do care 
that such adjustment as may be needed 
may be given easily and cleanly. 

And then there are the axles. I have 
heard it rumoured that a tubular front 
axle was once known to give satisfactory 
service over quite a long period, but I 
have never been able to obtain authentic 
confirmation of the allegation. And does 
the rear axle with its differential box 
suggest by its appearance two bits of 
gas piping stuck into a pair of wall brackets 
placed back to back ? Back axle troubles 
are invariably annoying, they are always 
serious to the traveller out on anything 
more ambitious than a_ short joy-ride, 
and they are often dangerous. 


EASY CONTROLS. 


What about the controls of the car ? 
Are the pedals adjustable and do they 
lie at natural angles that make them 
easy to find and natural to push ? There 
are some control pedals that almost have 
to be lifted rather than pushed by the 
foot. And then the gear lever and hand 
brake. If they are centrally placed, which 
Heaven forbid, can I really get into and 
out of the driving seat without indulging 
in weird contortions ? The provision of 
a driver’s door is no guarantee that ingress 
and egress will be easy for the driver, 
any more than the presence of natural 
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control—i.e., right hand—means tha: a 
driver’s door cannot be used. Is the steering 
wheel one of that delightful modern kind, 
of generous diameter (not less than 16}ins.) 
with a thin rim, or is it one of those aboni- 
nations that are clumsy to hold and to 
small to give adequate leverage? Al.) 
four spokes are better than three—» jt 
that the question of strength is supreme'y 
important, but the fourth spoke oft. ) 
serves as a very welcome hand rest on a 
long journey. 


TRANSMISSION, 


Whether the chassis has its propel’ +r 
shaft enclosed in a torque tube or op n 
concerns me not in the slightest, althou: h 
when in the mood I may like to tak 
learnedly and technically on the merits 
of torque tube cum gear-box constructio 1, 
But I cannot forget that some our bc<t 
expensive and low priced cars have op n 
propeller shafts without a special 
member and that springs called upon 
to transmit drive and torque neither 
break nor come adrift any more often thin 
those which have nothing to do but 
suspend or carry the car. However, the 
man who favours technical elegance may 
like the assurance that a torque tube is 
generally regarded as the best practice, 
and that its assembly as a-unit with the 
gear-box at its forward end and the rear 
axle behind—so that the three things form 
what is practically a single component—- 
is thoroughly up-to-date practice. But 
a gear-box on the rear axle is now con- 
sidered poor practice and is fortunately 
obsolescent. 

In spite of much comic correspondence 
written to prove the contrary, four speeds 
are better than three; but, how ever 
many speeds the gear-box may give, 
how are they changed ? More precisely, 
how is the actuating lever mounted ? 
Is it on the chassis or on the gear-box 
itself ? If the former, it will suffer from 
chassis distortion and gear-changing may 
become difficult, or, unless frequently 
adjusted, the gears may develop a habit 
of jumping out of engagement. Whether 
the lever is centrally placed or not, it 
should be supported entirely by the 
gear-box. And has the box an adequately 
sized aperture for the insertion of lubri- 
cant? That the operating lever should 
be mounted on the box itself is no excuse 
for its impeding removal of the oil filler, 
whether this be the entire lid or merely 
a small spout with a cap to be unscrewed. 


THE ENGINE. 


Presumably the car has an engine, 
so we had better have a look at it, thoug:, 
to tell the truth, I had almost forgotten 
it. Not so much an oversight as evidence 
that modern engines have attained th t 
stage of development when they may 
almost taken for granted. After all, \> 
have satisfied ourselves on the most in - 
portant point—the actual power outpi 
Knowing this, need we care whether t 
engine has side-by-side or overhead valv: 
and if the latter whether they be operat: 
by push rods or overhead cam-shaft 
Personally, { think not; but there a 
certain points on which it will be as w 
to satisfy ourselves. 

Most important of these is the gene: 
accessibility of the unit and its auxiliari: 
There are still many engines with thc 
sparking plugs so close to the exhau 
manifold that their removal from a h 
engine, especially in the dark, is a positive 
dangerous undertaking on account of t: 
risk of burns. Also, there are several ca 
with their carburettors so placed th 
removal of a jet must be preceded by th 
of the instrument complete—or, at lea: 
if not absolutely necessary, this remova! 
is often the quickest way out of a difficulty. 
Some cars retain the belt as a means ©! 
driving the dynamo and, more extt«- 
ordinary still, many people buy such cats. 
And I must admit that no car in the 
Show attracted me more than one with

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a belt-driven dynamo! However, it is 
a poor makeshift that may be endured ; 
it is not sufficiently serious to damn an 
otherwise delightful motor car. But has 
it a simple method of adjustment ? 
Similarly for the fan belt—the only place 
on a car where a belt is permissible. 
One maker of repute once avoided the 
difficulty of providing a simple and efficient 
means of fan belt adjustment by provid- 
ing none at all. The model on which this 
clever evasion was perpetrated is now 
obsolete, but I do not know whether there 
is any casual connection. 

There are two details of internal 
engine design that may be allowed to 
influence the discriminating buyer. The 
first is the number of bearings of its crank- 
shaft and the second is the lubrication 
system. On the score of reducing costs 
many low-priced four-cylinder engines 
have only two crank-shaft bearings, and 
while actual trouble or failure due to the 
absence of a third bearing is unheard of, 
I have never yet encountered a_two- 
bearing crank-shaft that could not be 
detected as such from the manner of 
running of the engine. There is an 
inevitable ‘‘ whip,” as it is known, which 
causes a very pronounced vibration period 
over what is generally a fairly wide range 
of speeds, and no salesman’s argument 
has ever yet countered that whip however 
successfully he may have hidden it from 
the perception of a gullible buyer. It 
may be true that the centre bearing of a 
small high speed crank-shaft gets a certain 
amount of wear, but the fact remains 
that a three-bearing crank-shaft gives a 
sweeter running engine than a two—other 
conditions being equal. 

In the matter of lubrication it is a 
question of choice between pressure and 
splash. The latter is the simpler and the 
cheaper, and it can hardly go wrong for 
it embraces no working parts. But it 
will surely fail on any car that is driven 
hard for only a few seconds too long or

a few hundred yards too far. Pressure 
lubrication is imperative for the engine 
that is to be driven hard, and it must be 
remembered that an engine is driven much 
harder in a fairly fast and long climb on 
a low gear than it is in a short speed burst 
on the level because in the latter its 
cooling water is subjected to much more 
effective draught. Therefore the man who 
intends to go up Porlock or Shap every day 
and not to stop on the way to admire 
the scenery will be well advised to pay the 
little extra that may be demanded for a 
pressure lubrication engine in his economy 
car. While the system is inevitably 
more complicated than simple splash the 
fact that the pump—which is the only 
working part—is continually running in 
oil and under the most ideal conditions 
means that the possibility of trouble may 
for all practical purposes be ignored.

The Success of the Show. 
"Tie year’s Olympia Show seems to 


have been an all-round success. 

Quite early on the opening private 
view day rumour “founded on _ good 
authority,” was declaring that one British 
maker had already disposed of the whole 
of his next year’s output of 40,000 Cars. 
At the annual dinner to Austin agents, 
Sir Herbert Austin announced that the 
whole of the Austin output for the coming 
year—20,000 cars—had already been 
booked and a couple of days later Sir 
Thomas Polson declared at a_ similar 
function to Swift agents that while he 
would not put forward such claims as 
had been made in some quarters, he could 
express complete satisfaction with the 
prospects for the coming year. 

Enquiries at all the more popular 
British stands at the Show revealed a 
similar happy state of affairs, so that in 
spite of somewhat pessimistic expectations 
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1925 promises to be an entirely successful 
year for the makers of all classes of British 
cars. Especially is this the case with the 
two extreme classes of car—the most 
expensive and the lowest priced. A 
representative of Messrs. Rolls-Royce, 
Limited, told us that in his lengthy 
experience he had never known so much 
business to be done on his show stand, 
while the stands of cars at the other end 
of the price scale, such as the Singer, 
Standard and Morris—which were neigh- 
bours—were densely packed with obviously 
seriously minded enquirers from morning 
till night on every day of the Show. 

On the other hand our enquiries 
revealed similar complete satisfaction only 
on the part of one foreign exhibitor—a 
Frenchman, who has long been established 
and esteemed on the British, market. 
From this it may be deduced that although 
the imports of foreign cars are increasing, 
the increase is not proportionate to the 
increase in the motor market which is 
more than ever being satisfied by home 
produced cars. As was pointed out by 
more than one speaker at the Swift dinner, 
this is not due to sentimental reasons, but 
simply to the fact that the public is now 
having forced upon it the realisation that 
no country offers better motor car value 
than Great Britain. 

That some foreign cars are excellent 
productions no one will deny, but in 
every class every one of them has a com- 
petent British rival that generally suc- 
ceeds in the final appeal to the buyer to 
whom most motor car does not necessarily 
indicate most value for a given sum. 
And no other country, as no other industry, 
can show such remarkable reductions in 
price or increase in value as compared 
with ten years ago as can the British 
motor industry. This latter is a subject 
with which we hope to deal in an early 
issue when giving our annual comparison 
of present car prices as compared with 
those ruling since IgI9.

From the Editor’s Bookshelf 


Early Chinese Bronzes, by Albert J. Koop. (Benn Bros., £5 5s.) 
THE scheme of this book is in the nature of a portfolio of plates with 
an explanatory catalogue preceded by brief introductions dealing with 
the various aspects of the history of bronze-working in China. ‘The 
most important of these are that on the subject of style-ornamentat’ 5p 
at different periods and the extremely valuable categorical essay on 
the different types of vessels. But in all these treatises the aut! or 
displays that commendable restraint and lucidity of style which ¢ 5. 
tinguished his admirable introduction to the Burlington Fine Arts Ci ib 
Catalogue of 1912. In his grouping of bronzes the author ma’ es 
four main divisions, which, though bearing the names of the fami! ar 
dynasties of China from Chou to T’ang, are treated as stylistic rati r 
than chronological cognomens, for the style associated with one partici ar 
period is, as a rule, the reflection of a prevailing mode which cannot 3e 
completely severed from that of the preceding and subsequent epoc s, 
The 110 plates are representative of the finest bronzes to be found n 
European collections ; the reproductions in collotype are admiral ¢ 
except in a few instances, where a certain hard chalkiness preva 
and, which is a severe test, repay the use of the magnifying glass. ‘I 1¢ 
colour reproductions, fortunately few, are with one exception unsucce ;- 
ful. This is the fault of the publishers, and until Messrs. Benn rea! se 
that the system they employ for producing the designs for the colo ir 
blocks is radically impossible their colour plates will always be lis Je 
to failure. In the case of this book the very small number of th se 
reproductions cannot impair the value of a work which must long be 
a standard volume both for reference and study. It is the achievem: nt 
of a distinguished scholar, who has done his work with a soundn:ss 
and completeness which is unimpeachable. It is to be hoped that 
Messrs. Benn will employ him on a companion volume dealing with 
bronzes in American collections. 


Good Manners in Architecture, by A. Trystan Edwards. (Philip 
Allan, 6s.) 

BUILDINGS, to compose a city, must not only be splendid, but they 
must be urban. They must have urbanity. In other words, they must 
have good manners both towards each other and the public. This in a 
few words is the line of Mr. Trystan Edwards’ criticism of modern 
town architecture. He shows the results of ‘‘ push and hustle ” on the 
appearance of our streets, of petty snobbery on the suburban road, 
and enforces his arguments with a reasoned but impassioned panegyric 
on Old Regent Street and the polite, unobtrusive style of the late 
eighteenth and early nineteenth century. There is plenty of wit, 
not a little bitterness, but throughout a clear-headed reasonableness 
in these essays that may have a great effect on the future of some parts 
of great cities, London especially. Our principal thoroughfares, 
together with all the “ principal ” things in life, must inevitably wax 
grosser and more blatant every year. But it is not too late to exclude 
vulgarity from certain quarters and streets, just as some walks of life 
are still decently behaved. With an effort, some standard of values, 
such as we have to guide our everyday life, can be worked out. 
Selfridge’s, as Mr. Edwards owns, is a very fine building. But if 
every large shop assumed such architectural dignity, how could we do 
fitting honour to our great public buildings ? That is the dreary ques- 
tion. Shopkeepers, though, are beginning to see that their interest 
lies rather in getting an attractive street than a miscellany of competing 
units, and there are signs that we may soon have street-unions of trades- 
people working to this end. Such questions as the difference between 
monotony and a pleasing uniformity, and how far truthfulness is desirable 
in a well mannered building, are brilliantly but sensibly discussed. 
There are numerous illustrations and exemplary sketches. Mr. Trystan 
Edwards wields a sharp sword, and he goes straight. 


New Days, New Ways, by Lucy H. Yates. (Collins, 6s.) 
EVEN the least domestically minded of women will be captured and 
held by this book if once she opens it. For, though it deals with all 
sorts of domestic matters, it is written by a woman who chooses for her 
foreword Frances Cornford’s lines : 

““ Out of the complicated house, come I 

To walk beneath the sky ;” 

and for motto to her whole book the sentence: ‘‘ In spite of many 
considerations to the contrary . . . there never appears to have 
existed so wide a conscious impulse among the mass of people for a 
utilisation in life of those things that can lift it to a higher plane.” /n 
other words, the whole modern household situation is reviewed by 2 
woman who is not only sensible and housewifely, but also educate 
intellectual and up-to-date. The detail of the book—housewo 
shopping, cooking, servants, labour-saving inventions—is simply 2 
attractively presented ; the spirit of it is admirable. It is really 
remarkable six shillingsworth, well printed, bound, illustrated < 
indexed. V.H. F.

N Roget’s Thesaurus I find sumptuousness defined as osten- 
tation, followed by such alternatives as display, show, 
glitter, pomposity, etc: none whereof depict to my mind 
the character of the evening wraps as now decreed by La 
Mode. Some there are frankly rich and gorgeous, alike in 

material and decoration ; others resting for their particular cachet 
on artistically blended colours ; while not a few of the very latest 
models arrest the eye by reason of their novel form, as, forexample, 
the glorified Inverness, flare sides, fronts and tunic effects. 

Couturiéves, to a man or woman, are obsessed by the import- 
ance and place now ordained distinctive evening wraps. Looking 
back over the long vista of dress shows is to find 
chiffon velvet and panne standing conspicuously forth 
in memory, lavishly embroidered, trimmed with fur, or 
perfect avalanches of ostrich feathers. The latter, 
indeed, are only recognised by the elect, used in 
massed formation in connection with smanteaux 
de soir. 

Again, there are recalled the most wonderful 
tissues, /amés and glistening sequin creations delicately 
veiled in transparencies, on which rich and rare 
furs impart an wnprévu note of solidity and dignity. 
Accompanying a slim classically draped evening 
toilette of gold and black brocade that looked soft 
enough to be drawn through the fingers of one hand 
was a cloak of embossed gold metal brocade, the 
apparent heaviness of this being at once belied by 
the way in which it was arranged with a slight fulness 
over the shoulders, adroitly picked up about the 
hips to form a sort of sling rest for the arms, an 
exceedingly deep brown fur that might have been 
Russian sable or sable-dyed fitch bordering the hem 
and fashioning a huge enveloping collar. 

The slightly nipped in look at the waist is a 
further feature to be chronicled, as also sleeves and 
half sleeves, the latter emerging low down out of the 
fulness of a circular cut. Our artist, however, has 
selected a distinct sleeve for her original design, 
which likewise reveals the vogue for many gaugings. 
The colourings suggested savour of the prevalent 
Chinese feeling, the chiffon velvet, a pale green 
shot with silvery lights, like a wind-swept field of 
willows, thrown into relief by a doublure of delicate 
Chinese blue, the whole held together, so to say, 
by rich dark foxaline fur. There is in this model 
a practical vein that will doubtless appeal to the 
many women who object to have one hand put 
entirely out of action by having to hold the fronts 
of loose wraps together, the same applying to the 
above-mentioned Inverness type, a glorified expres- 
sion be it said, since the upper or wing portion 
continues down to the hem and immediately invites 
the co-operation of some effective contrasting lining. 

A particularly harmonious scheme devised for a 
grande dame was a wrap of this character carried out 
in fuchsia mauve chiffon velvet lined with fuchsia red 
velvet, the crowning note being supplied in an 
immense collar of ostrich feathers shading from mauve 
to red. An exquisitely delicate rose pink panne lined 
with silver tissue carried a deep shaped hem and 
collar of rat chinchilla. 

lor quite young girls there is a simple seductive 
circular cloak merely gauged three or four times 
round the neck, these gaugings terminating just over 
the shoulder to leave a flat front, a model that is 
completed by a wide deep upstanding double fur 
collar. In the new and extremely light-weight 
chitton velvet this is inexpensive, and is usually lined 
with crépe de Chine. Powder blue is an accommodat- 
ing nuance, and is especially attractive lined pale 
pink with a collar of soft grey foxaline. An inestim- 
ably useful pelt is foxaline, long haired and silky, 
and one that takes the often necessary dyeing without 
blatantly advertising the fact. 

Regarding day wrap coats, the inevitable change 
is coming about where these are concerned. The 
slinky three-quarter length models of oatmeal coloured 
kasha or bold plaids, with fur collars to tone, are far 
too popular to be further considered by the really 
well dressed other than as a useful stand-by wrap 
for country or travelling, for which they are admirable, 
the more habilée ettorts now revealing far more adroit 
cut and handling in the guise of flat applied side pieces 
mounted at a low hip line and finishing several inches 
above the hem. There are, moreover, flare sides and 
flare fronts. These, however, are not extreme and at the 
most suggest a slight ripple. But they get away from 
the straight tube or bolster-like affairs that are made

which are almost as cheap as they are easy to make. 


Black fulgavante satin trimmed discreetly rather than 
lavishly with leopard skin is one of the most covetable day wraps 
of the immediate moment. 

A new fabric to be accorded attention is striped velvet. 
A representative example seen was in cinnamon, bottle green 
and black stripes, the one touch of relief coming in a straight 
upstanding collar of marten fur. It was arranged to accompany 
a cinnamon crépe de Chine dress, the front of the skirt finely 
pleated, the coat lining being the crépe de Chine. In fact, the 
alliance between wrap and dress, both for day and evening, is 
one of the most marked decrees of the season.
